Gov. Wesley Powell 
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Any Tax Cut 
Has to Be 
Temporary 


By EDMOND LEBRETON 


WASHINGTON (AP) - If there 


is an income tax cut effective this 
year or eve next Jan. 1, it .will 
iiave to be a temporary slash, 
with an early date fixed for auto- 
matic restoration of higher rates. 


This is the opinion of key mem- 


bers of Congress who would have; 
to do the spadework of tax-reduc-' 
ing legislation. The procedure still 
officially favored by the Kennedy 
administration—income tax rate 
reduction as part of general tax 
reform, enacted next year but 
made retroactive to Jan. 1, 1963—' 
simply isn't practicable for any 
quick relief, they believe. 


Two years is1 the minimum time 


required to work out and enact 
a general revision of the Internal 
Revenue Code, one congressional 
expert of the highest 
qualifica- 


tions estimated. 


A tax cut strictly limited in 


time—perhaps only six months- 
would provide the quick reduction 
some experts believe is needed to 
boost the economy!. And it would 
give Congress the time necessary 
to revise the complex tax code. 


While leaders . have made no 


commitments, the mechanics that 
would be required for an early 
tax 
cut 
inevitably 
are 
being 


talked about informally as pres- 
sure outside Congress builds up 
for 
a fast-acting 
boost to the 


economy. 


The 
U.S. 
Chamber of Conv 


merce joined on Friday the ranks 
of taxcut advocates, which also 
include Ihe AFL-CIO. 


The Kennedy administration is 


known to be Ihinking in terms of 
a $G.5-billion tax cut if it becomes 
convinced such action is needed 
to keep the economy from sliding 
clown. Sources close to President 
Kennedy said Saturday his pres- 
ent feeling is that the time for a 
tax reduction has not yet arrived. 


Kennedy advisers1 are 
talking 


about the possibility of lowering 
the present top of 52 per cent on 
corporations to 50 per cent. This 
would involve a $5.6-billion reduc- 
tion for business. Another $900 
million reduction should result 
from raising the present $600 ex- 
emption for individuals to $800.
